THE TREATY OF NERCHINSX. ~ i 
"The result of the long-drawn-out nego- 
tiations which followed was tho signature 
of the celebrated Treaty of Nercbinsk, 
which regulated for upwards of 150 years 
Ruvso-Chirione relations. By virtue of 
this treaty China secured what. she 
wanted above all—tho uole title to the 
Amur River; tho watershed: of the Stano- 
Voi-mountains became henceforth the 
official ‘boundary between’ the’ States. of 
Muscovy and Cathay. The Chinese, con- 
tunt with securing that the Amur Valley, 
was rid of Ryssian adventurers, readily 
acceded to on. extension of Russian 
xoveroignty over the Buriat tribes cast 
of Lake Baikal. ‘Thus Russia, though 


)she had nominally lost in this long con- 


test, was at least. firmly entrenched in 
the same latitude os the priceless Amur 
River. Sho was therefore content to bide 
her time and allow thingy to take their 
natural course; She did ‘not trouble 
about ‘unnecessary ‘details. Large aum- 
bers of Russian prisoners from the Amur, 
whose numbers were swelled by numer- 
“‘oug Cossack desurters, had arrived in 
Poking. These’ were given Manchu wives 


‘| and formed into companies of soldiers 


attached to' the Imperial bodyguard. 
Gradually these relics of this strange 


soventoenth century contest became 
merged in the ordinary Manchu popula- 
tion, and to-day they have been so com: 
pletely assimilated as to be no longer 
in any way distinguished’ from the ordi- 
nary Peking -Banner population. The 
chief fact to bo drawn ‘from this pregnant 
chapter of history is that it paid Russis 
to ndopt an easy-going policy, and not 
to stake too much on demanding the 
maximum obtainable.” She bad got a 
certain’ distanee forward, other steps 
could be faken later on. : 

Tt was not until the middle of the 
nineteenth contury that Russia actually 
reopened the question of the Amur, In 
1847, when Count Nikolas Moravielf be- 
came Governor of Bastern Siberia, it was 
plain that @ new era had dawned. After 
xoma preliminary explorations, in 1854 
Muravieff himself descended the Amur 
in‘o large flotilla of bouta. Landing at 
points where Chinese garrisons wero still 
maintained, he convinced himself through 
personal inspection’ that this soldiery 
was o negligible: force, and. that Russia 
bud only to act promptly to,accure for 
herself this rich heritage. Fired with 


| these ideas, Muravieff repaired in person 


to St. Potersbury: and, after some de- 
lays, in 1858, owing, to the complications 
brought about by the Anglo-French war 
against China, he was able to corclude 
with the frontier officials the Treaty ‘of.
